Calgary Albertan appeals to us as 
being correct, and we gladly give 
space to the same: 

If this new liquor act is not well en- 
forced, prohibition will come again 
within the next three years. Prohibi- 
tion was voted out because it was mot 
enforced, and people believed that it 
could not be enforced. What annoyed 
and exasperated the people more than 
anything else was the activity of the 
bootlegger, who plied his trade and 
made much money. The frequent vio- 
lation of the law exasperated and 
alarmed people. They believed that 
it was having a debasing influen'ce 
upon all the people. If the bootlegger 
continues to ply ‘his trade under the 
new legilation, the public will very 
soon return to prohibition. The boot- 
legger will continue to do ‘business if 
he finds business good and not always 
too dangerous. Whether he is pro3- 
perous depends upon a portion of the 
public who patronize that sort of man. 
The danger will depend to a great ex- 
tent upon the activity of the police, 
and in the last analysis to the sincer- 
ity of the people. The prohibition law 
was not well enforced because it did 
not have behind ft the vigorous, ener- 
getic support of the people. A boot- 
legger was not regarded as a criminal 
as much as an adventurous person 
who was dealing Q& a commodity 
which should not be suppressed and 
restricted as it was. The Albertan 
does not intend to consider the status 
of the bootlegger under the old reg- 
ime. But it is certain that now the is 
merely a criminal and a lawbreaker, 
who is trying to break down reason- 
able legislation demanded by the 
people and demoralize conditions in 
the province. ‘Whatever may have 
been done before, any person who 
gives assistance to a bootlegger, or 


‘helps him in his wrong doing, is not 


a good citizen. The police now ‘can 
proceed ‘to enforce this law with the 
full knowledge that they have the 
public ‘belrind them in their efforts. 
If the bootlegger is run to earth, and 
the violations of the Liquor Act kept 
down to a minimum, and drinking is 
not increased, the present law may 
work out better than those who voted 
for Clause A expected.

As a result the property was never: 
in so excellent a condition as it 
now is. Net earnings for the year, 
were $37,479,010. an increase of 
$1,177,000. 

The total tonnage moved by the 
company during the year amounted. 
to 30,852,994, an increase over that: 
of the previous year of 3,108,408, 
due to a heavier movement of grain 
lumber, manufactured articles andi 
general merchandise, the largest' 
increase being in grain and grain, 
products. Mr. Beatty pointed out- 
that this satisfactory condition had, 
extended well into the present year 
and that due to favorable operating 
conditions and heavy traffic net 
earnings for the first quarter of 1924 
had increased over those of the} 
same period last year by $1,253,814.| 

Referring to the Government sys- 
tem of railroads, Mr. Beatty said 
that the difference between it and 
the Canadian Pacific was largely in 
name only and in the accident of 
Personnel of shareholders. The 
securities of both systems were own-; 
ed by private investors throughout 
the world and there was a signifi-! 
cant steady increase in both Cana-; 
dian and British holdings of Cana-; 
dian Pacific common stock. Two 
phases of the general railway situa- 
tion called for criticism. Under a 
statute passed in 1919 the Soe 
ment-owned lines may _ construct 
branches without approval as toi 
location and other details by the 
Railway Commission. Thus they 
may parallel or duplicate existing 
lines of any other compeny once the 
Minister approves and -parliament 
authorizes’ the expenditure. Mr. 
Beatty stated that in his opinion it 
was equally in the interests of the 
Canadian people and of all Cana- 
dian railroads that the companies 
should be in the same position in| 
this respect. The other phase was, 
the result of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
agreement of 1897. It had estab- 
lished special statuary freight rates 
under conditions of operating costs 
which no longer exist and differ- 
ences in.rates which would not be 
permitted under the general Railway. 
Act because of their unfairness in 
relation to commodity rates on other 
articles and to the rates effective 
in other parts of Canada. The 
greatest advantage to shippers as 
a whole would be secured if all rates 
were made subject to review and 
change as conditions warrant by. 
the tribunal constituted for that 
purpose. 

In referring to the outlook for 
the future, Mr. Beatty said that 
while there was a noticeable lull in 
domestic and export shipments due 
in part to unsettlement in industrial 
districts, general business aueliy the 
first quarter of the year had been 
satisfactory. The crop acreage 
would probably be about the same 
as laSt year and, generally speak- 
ing, soil conditions were excellent. 
“Tf the total yield approaches that 
of 1923,” said Mr. Beatty, “there 
will undoubtedly be a very extensive 
autumn business and a vastly im- 
proved psychological and_ financial 
situation throughout tke whole coun- 
try. There is no real ground for 
pessimism in respect of the future 
of either the company or the coun- 
try, though an extraordinary and 
too rapid advance is neither to ba 
expected nor desired.”

Negotiations Between Premier Green- 
field and Thornton Progress. 


Montreal, May 20.—Negotiations 
are making good progress for ap ar- 
rangement with the Canadian Na 
tional railways for the securing of a 
low rate of freight on solid train 
loads of coal from the’ mines of 
Nova Scotia and Alberta to Quebec 
and Ontario points. ‘The suggestion 
made is that during the 
months when a good deal of the rail- 
way equipment is not in full use and 
time is Inclined to be slack in the 
mines unbroken trainloads of from 
forty to fifty cars should be hauled 
at a rate of six or seven dollars a 
ton from Alberta and proportionately 
lower rate from Nova Scotia, that a 
special accounting should be taken 
of this movement by the railways 
and if it were shown that it had' been 
hauled at a loss that loss should be 
shown in & separate column from the 
general operating loss of the railway 
and should be borne in some way by 
the people of Canada as a whole. As 


a matter of fact it is understood that 


it is in just this way that Hon. 
Arthur Meighen would propose to 
solve the Cnaadian fuel problem, and 
that if not now adopted by the present 
administration it will ultimately be 
part of his announced policy. 

In Consultation 

Premier Greenfield has been in 
consultation with Sir Henry Thornton 
on the subject with a view to having 
the movement started during the 
present season as soon as the strike 
is settled. Premier Armstrong, of 
Nova Scotia, is expected at Ottawa 
during the coming week when the 
Nova Scotia end of the matter will 
be discussed. 

It is stated that American interests 
have become aroused as a result of 
discussions in parliament during the 
present sessions on the enormous 
amount of money spent out of Cana- 
da for coal and of the fear of losing 
this lucrative market and recent re- 
ductions in the price of American coal 
in Canada have been largely influ- 
enced thereby.

Shipments of grain from Vancou- 
ver for the 1923-24 season have now 
passed the 41,000,000 bushel mark. 
Officials estimate that the 50,000,-

Reports from England state that 
it has been universally conceded that 
Canada’s pavilion was in the best 
condition when the King opened the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wem- 
bley on April 23rd.

HAIRLESS LITTERS AND 
POTASSIUM IODIDE 


(Experimenta? Farms Note) 

Certain definite abnormalities in 
pigs such as complete or partial hair- 
lessness, undeveloped hoofs, blind- 
ness, large, flabby and unnaturally de- 
veloped neck and head all arise from 
the same cause or causes. Pigs so 
affected usually die, although the sow 
remains normal. 

(Pregnant sows which are fet a 


highly nitrogenous ration, given in- 
sufficient exercise, and little or no 
vegetable or mineral matter, are 


usually the heaviest sufferers. 

This indicates a deficiency of some 
necessary element in the ration. Con- 
trol of the trouble lies in preventive 
feeding and improved management of 
thesow. It is imperative that the sow 
the sow. It is imperative that the sow 
In so far as is practical separate the 
feed trough, sleeping cabin, and hay 
rack, or if the sow is housed in a 
shed or straw stack adjacent to or 
situated in the barn yard, the feeding 
trough should be placed some dis- 
tance away so that she has no alter- 
native but to take exercise, Close 
confinement of the pregnant sow 
must be carefully avoided. 

Bran should always form part of 
the ration, and to ‘this should be add- 
ed such meals as shorts, screenings, 
oats or barley, supplemented with 5% 
of tankage and 1% of bone meal. 
‘Pulped mangels or boiled turnips and 
clover hay, preferably alfalfa, are 
suitable roughages. Minerals in the 
form of charcoal, earth, soft coal or 


wod ashes, etc, shuld always be 
available for the sows. 
if these measures fall, medical 


treatment must be resorted to. Scien- 
tific investigation hat demonstrated 
that the addition of iodine in some 
form to the sow’s ration may remedy 
the trouble, In Bsatern Canada, 
where only an occasional litter may 
be affected, exercise and proper feeds 
should be successful, but where hair- 
lessness is common iodine should be 
administered during the gestation per- 
iod, or at least for the greater part 
of it. A solution of one ounce of 
potassium iodide iin a gallon of water 
may be prepared, and when this solu- 
tion is supplied to the sow in the 
meal ration at the rate of one table- 
spoonful per day she gets a dally al- 
lowance of about two grains of the 
drug, which is sufficient. 


THE LUTHERAN CHURCH 


Will Build at Red Deer— 
Growth in Canada 


At the Lutheran conference of the 
Northern Alberta District which was 
held in Edmonton on May 6, 7 and 8, 
it wes unanimously decided to build a 
chapel in Red Deer this summer. The 
work in this district had developed to 
such an extent, and the opportunities 
for growth seemed so favorable that 
Rev. J. Hermann's petition was grant- 
ed. It was also announced that a new 
Lutheran College for $175,000 would be 
built in Edmonton soon. Over thirty 
members attended the meeting. 

The work in the Red Deer district 
has extended itself to Burnt Lake, 
Markerville, Hespero, Alhambra, Clive, 
Alix and Mirror. Two ministers will 
be called to assist in this fleld during 
the coming months. About thirty 
years ago the first Lutheran minister 
visited Alberta, and today there are 
hundreds of congregations and mission 
stations. The Lutheran church will 
soon be equal numerically to any Pro- 
testant church body in Western Can- 
ada, She was the first Protestant 
church in the world, and it is onl: 
natural that her progress is steady. In 
spite of an age of liberalism, doubt and 


free thought, the Lutheran church 
stands on every word of the Bible, 
from the six day creation to the verbal 
inspiration. It is'a very wrong opin- 
fon that. this church is a church of 
foreigners, as it is one of Canadian 
citizens of all nationalities.

SOUTH AFRICA AND SECESSION 


It has been announced that there is 
to be a general election in South 
Africa in June next, and the issue of 
that election is both doubtful and 
serious. There are now three parties 
in South African politics, the South 
African party headed by General 
Smuts, which is. now in power, the 
Nationalist Party headed by General 
Hertzog, and the Labour Party head- 
ed by Colonel Cresswell. The South 
African party was formed a few years 
ago by a fusion of the old Unionist 
Party, which was the British party, 
and the moderate Dutch element, led 
by the late General Botha and General 
Smuts, which favoured the continued 
association of South Africa with the 
British Empire. The Nationalist Par- 
ty is more or less openly republican 
and favours secession from the Brit- 
ish Empire. It is almost wholly a 
‘Dutch party, and represents the old 
Boer elements who have never forgiv- 
en the South African war of 25 years 
ago. The Labour Party is drawn 
mainly from ‘the white mine workers. 
It is not so hostile to the Empire as 
the Nationalists, but has made a tem- 
porary alliance with them in order to 
defeat General Smuts. General Hert- 
zog, who is not really a soldier but a 
lawyer, is said to be very clever and 
very bitter. Some South Africans 
say that he himself is not genuinely 
republican in his sympathies but that 
he is an ambitious politician, and has 
simply taken up the cry of republican- 
ism because he knows it is popular 
with large numbers of the Dutch. The 
Labour Party has a deep grudge 
against General Smuts for his cour- 
ageous and stern repression of ‘the 
very dangerous “red” rising on the 
Rand two years ago. Many if not 
most of the revolutionaries on that 
occasion were not Dutch but whites of 
all sorts of mixed nationalities, whfle 
the men who crushed the revolt were 
mainly Dutch farmers, and this fact 
proves the artificial and temporary 
nature of the alliance ‘between the 
Nationalist and Labour parties. 

The Government majority in the 
Union Parliament has not been large 
and by the loss of recent by-elections 
it has been practically wiped out, 
which accounts for the coming elec- 
tion. If the Nationalists win the 
election, as they may do, the situ- 
ation will be exceedingly serious. 
For the first time. since the United 
States revolted from the Empire, 
there will be the possibility of an- 
other great section of the Empire de- 
claring its independence. If the 
Nationalists attempt this, civil war 
will be very near at hand, for it is un- 
likely that the British element in 
South Africa will agree to leave the 
Bmpire without a struggle. Almost 
certainly the former colony of Natal, 
which is strongly British, will not 
secede. The crucial question will be 
the attitude of General Smuts him- 
self. Will he take up arms to prevent 
the secession of South Africa from 
the Empire, as General Botha and he 
did at the outset of the great war, 
when one section of the Dutch under 
Beyers and De Wet rose in rebellion 
with German aid? What. will Great 
Britain do if civil war breaks out? 
Will she send troops to support the 
loyalists, or will she say that the 
great Dominions have _ attained 
nationhoodand must settle their own 
fate? 

The question is of tremendous im- 
portance for all the other selt- 
governing Dominions of the Empire, 
including ourselves. What is Canada 
to do if there is another war in South 
Africa? If the loyalists ask for help 
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from us, is that help to be refused? 
It is too soon yet to know just how 
serious ‘the crisis may really be, but 
it is already clear that its possibilities 
are incalculable, and that all who care 
for the Empire must watch with anxi- 
ety the immediate course. of events 
in South Africa. 


ARMAMENTS AND PEOPLES 


Of all the great nations of the 
world the United States at the pres- 
ent time maintains one of the small- 
est, if not the smallest, army. Its 
navy ranks along with that of Great 
Britain as one of the largest in the 
world, but the number of men serving 
in it {is very small compared to the 
whole population of the country, and 
the same remark applies to its. air 
service. The fighting services of the 
British Empire, though employing 
slightly more men than those of the 
United States, are very trifling in pro- 
portion to the territory and influence 
of the Empire. In both the British 
Empire and ‘the United States, ‘but 
particularly in the latter, there is the 
strongest possible aversion to any- 
thing resembling general military ser- 
vice. Both peoples are continually 
discussing plans for securing peacc 
for themselves and the world in gen- 
eral. Anybody who ventures to say 
anything in defence of war or in 
praise of military glory is sure to pro- 
voke a widespread outcry of condem- 
nation and protest. In fact two 
people more devoted to peace cannot 
be found in the world present or past, 
so far as outward professions go. 

Consider ‘the history of these two 
peace-loving nations. The United 
States has been built up by people 
originally coming from Great Britain, 
who established themselves in North 
America against the wishes of the 
native inhabitants, the so-called Red 
Indians, and by a policy of continual 
aggression founded on nothing what- 
ever but armed force, have extended 
their sway over their , present vast 
territories, driving out or reducing to 
vanishing insignificance the former 
owners of the land. Latterly they 
have, again by war, extended their 
dominions overseas as far as the 
‘Phillippine Islands. In their Munro 
doctrine they have issued a perpetual 
challenge not to interfere ,in the 
American continent. In the late great 
war ‘they raised and sent overseas to 
Europe armies numbering millions. 
It is not exactly the history of a 
timid nation of peace lovers. 

Even more strenuous has been the 
story of the British nation and the 
British Empire. From a scanty race 
inhabiting the tiny British Isles, torn 
by civil and foreign wars, it has 
grown to a mighty empire, a confed- 
eration of races ruling great terr!i- 
tories in every part of the earth 
Every step in that wonderful expan- 
sion, which had its culmination in the 
terrific ffighting effort of the Jate war, 
has been made by war. 

In the case of the British Empire 
and the United States sheer unpro- 
voked aggression at the expense of 
other races has brought them to 
their present position. Yet even 
their bitter enemies hardly dare to 
deny that the world as a whole and 
the lands over which they rule a-:e 
better, happier, more productive and 
More prosperous because of that 
aggression. 

How then does it come about that 
these two peoples are now the lead- 
ers in the movement for peace in the 
world. Is dt merely a gigantic case of 
national hypocrisy? Having attained 
by war their great possessions, do 
they now condemn war simply because 
they want 'to be left undisturbed to 
enjoy those possessions? Is all the 
talk of League of Nations, World 
Court, Disarmament Conferences, 
‘brotherhood of peoples, a solemn sham 
intended to cover something not 
much different from the most ordin- 
ary selfishness? Tf not, how is jit to 
be explained? Does it meanthat the 
imperial {mpulse, which sent these 
two peoples out on their career of 
worldwide expansion, is waning? Are 
they tired of tthe task of conquest? 
Yet neither of them ever made such 
an effort as’ they made in tthe ate 
war. Perhaps {t is ‘the result of a 
sincere belief that the wars of the 
past which led ‘to their expansion, 
were necessary for the spread of 
beneficent civilization in various 
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which they now wish to prevent are | 
ware rising only from Jealousy, ; 
greed and unjustifiable 
hatreds. Such a belief may be sin- 


‘cere enough, but it is a dangerous one 


for any nations to entertain, and it is 
calculated to arouse a contemptuous 
and incredulous frritation amongst 
other peoples who have not been able 
to effect such an expansion of terri- 
tory and power. 

Is not thd popular attitude of these 
two great nations towards the ques- 
tions of war and armaments based 
mainly on ignorance and ‘thought- 
lessness, Igntrance of their own his- 
tory, thoughtlessness as to the les 
sons ‘to be drawn from it? Would it 
not be a more honest attitude to adopt 
to say frankly ‘that until the world is 
perfect, until all wrongs are righted, 
all injustica vanquished, all oppres- 
sion done away with, all greed , and 
envy forgotten, war may always be 
possible and sometimes necessary, 
and because of that fact no great 
nation can rightly meglect all prepara- 
tion for war or allow its citizens to 
enjoy the blessings of peace and 
civilization and yet refuse to take 
their share, if need be, in defending 
them with their lives even? Hypo- 
crisy, conscious or umconscious, na- 
tional or dndividual, is an ugly and 
unhealthy thing. In this matter it {s to 
be feared there is much hypocrisy 
abroad at present. Some ‘honest 
thinking and speaking is needed to get 
rid of it. 


THE BRITISH LABOUR GOVERN- 
MENT AND ARMAMENTS 


It is {mprobable that ‘the Labour 
Party in Great Britain really expected 
to come into power ffor some years 
The protection election of last Decem- 
ber and its indefinite result ‘took 
them by surprise. Up till then they 
had been content to indulge in merely 
destructive, not to say abusive, criti- 
cism: of their opponents, and to sug- 
gest measures for the benefit of the 
working classes, which they really 
knew were more or less fmpractic- 
able. Armaments and international 
war were their pet abomination. It 
was in their view perfectly right to 
preach class war at home, to use 
force or the threat of force against 
non-unionist workers in trades or 
political opponents generally, to ex- 
press approval of a.bloody tyranny 
like the Soviet government of Russia 
merely because it called itself a 
proletarian government and iad des- 
troyed the old nobility of Russia. On 
the other hand they declared that any 
war between nations was merely 
wicked and' always inexcusable, and 
that all armaments were really un- 
necessary. 

Then suddenly they found them- 
selves in power and responsible for 
the greater part of the Brftish BDm- 
pire. Their leaders’ are capable men, 
whatever their views may be, and they 
realized at once that there could be 
no question of abolishing the army, 
navy and «ir force, and ‘trusting for 
safety to vague expressions of good- 
will towards ‘ali men. At first they 
were obviously puzzled how 'to recon- 
cile their own statements before they. 
came into power with ‘the practical 
necessities of the case. There were 
some very unsatisfactory, almost ab- 
surd, speeches made by members of 
the government such as the first 
speech made ‘by Mr. Leach, jthe Under- 
secretary for Air. 

Gradually, however, a policy seems 
to be emenging, and if it fs’ really ad- 
hered to and honestly carried out, it 
is likely to command a great deal of 
approval from impartiat people all 
over the Empire. That policy appears 
to bé somewhat as follows: 

For the moment ‘the British Empire 
is reasonably safe from ‘the possibility 
of any attack. Therefore it is pos- 
sible ‘without great risks to reduce 
armaments and try ‘to establish a 
general spirit of international friend- 
ship, which may make even ‘further 
reductions possible. At the same 
time it is recognized that this policy 
may fail, that international friendship 
cannot be established. Therefore fit 
is necessary to keep the fighting forc- 
es thoroughly efficient in quality if re- 
duced in numbers, to continue the 


the newest weapons of war, to perfect 
organization, and make plans for ex- 
pansion in numbers if that should be- 
come mecessary. By so doing money 
can be saved without exposing ‘the 
country and the Empire to undue dan- 
ger, and a really sincere effort can be 
made to introduce among the nations 
of the wonld a spirit of peace and jus- 
tice, which will make war, not impos- 
sible, but at least less Hkely. 

That is a good and wise policy. It 
faces the facts of human nature as it 
now is, and at the same time clings 
to the ideal of peace and justice as 
things’ to be aimed at and sought for 
constantly in spite of every disap- 
pointment and fallure. It is a policy 
of hope and not of despair, and _ the 
world as it now is, needs all of hope 
that it can find. It is a policy which 
represents a great advance on thea 
former Labour policy of impractic- 
able, rather hypocritical sentiment- 
ality. If the leaders of the govern- 
ment can control their extreme sup- 
porters on other points, this policy of 
sane and hopeful seeking after peace 
may prove to be one which will bring 
not only credit to the Labour Party 
of Great Britain, but much blessing 
to a troubled world.

Stettler, Alta, May 24—The funeral 
of the late Dr. Creighton was held in 
the Methodist church at 2.30 'yester- 
day, and the high esteem in which he 
was held in the district was shown 
by the large number who attended 
the funeral, the streets ‘being lined 
with cars and rigs.

The doctor was 
but 56 years of age and died very sud- 
denly in bed without warning, from 
the bursting of 'a blood vessel in the 
head after retiring in apparent good 
health. Me ‘came from 4 large and 
prominent family and leaves a wife 
and the following ‘brothers and sis- 
ters: Thomas and Kennedy, farmers 
of Red Willow; Harry, of Meadow 
Lake, Sask.; Chas. Creighton, D.D., of 
Toronto, editor of ‘the Christian 
Guardian; John, in Calgary; Harry, 
Mrs. Thomas Baird, Jr., Red Willow; 
and Mrs. Harvey, Calgary. 

(he late doctor came to Red Wil- 
low in 1907 before there was a rallway 
im that district and’in 1910 he moved 
to Stettler. That year he ran on the 
Conservative ‘ticket against Robert 
Shaw. He was ofa very quiet, re- 
tiring disposition and a slave to his 
profession, never refusing a call, re- 
gardless of the weather, fighting 
blizzards and storms of all kinds, es- 
pecially in the early days when there 
svere mo roads or fences to guide him. 
He was always in demand and never 
left ‘his patients long enough to ‘take 
a holiday, but went on long drives on 
many occasions when he was com- 
pletely worn out. 

Therd probably never has been a 
man in this district who was any 
wider known or who utterly disre- 
garded bis own welfare as much as 
the late doctor did in order to serve 
the people, and his memory will al- 
ways be fresh in the midst of the 
people of this district who only too 
keenly feel that they have lost a 
friend whose place can never be filled.

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NEW WEED CONTROL 
POLICY 


‘Details of the new policy for the]- 


contro! and eradication of weeds iu 
the province, which was decided upon 
by Hon. George Hadley, Minister of 
Agriculture, before going overseas, 
were elahorated at a conference held 
on May 10 of the new advisory hoard 
on weed policy, with Hon. R. G. Keld, 
acting Minister of Agriculture, as 
chairman. Those present were Exrl 
Cook, M.L.A. for Pincher Creek; W. 
H Shields, M.L.A. ¢or Macleod; P. 
Ensenaur, M.L.A. for Alexandria, and 
W 4H. Fairfield, Superintendent oc? 
the Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Lethbridge, together witlfofficials of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The new policy, as advocated by the 
Minister of Agriculture, will empha- 
size the educational phase of eradi- 
cation rather than punishmen‘ for 
non-destruction of weeds... Field 
supervisors have been appointed, who 
will take the place of the old system 
of weed inspectors. These  suyper- 
visors will work in close co-ordina- 
tion with the agricultural representa- 
tives and the principals of tre egricul- 
tural schools, in order that the local 
conditions of their various districts 
may be more thoroughly mastered 
with respect to weed control. They 
will also, rather than adopt policing 
methods, work in an advisory capa- 
city to farmers, munieipal councils 
and municipal weed inspectors as to 
the best methods of cultivation, and 
weed eradication. 

Before commencing their  flelrl 
work, the new field supervisors will 
hold conferences with the agriculturai 
representatives and principals of the 
agricultural schools on features of 
the new work. It is also the plan that 
the supervisors shall arrange meet- 
ings among the farmers for education- 
al purposes. 

The weeds which will be concen- 
trated upon are the perennial sow 
thistle, Canada thistle, stink weed, 
blue lettuce, wild oats and wild mus. 
tard, but attention will be paid in 
every district to the weed problems 
pecullar to the district. It is plan- 
ned to have posters. printed, with 
colored plates of these weeds, for 
distribution among the rural schools, 
to municipal councils and other autho- 
rities who aro interested in the con- 
trol of these weeds. 

The new supervisors will be under 
the direct supervision of W. J 
Stephen, Field Crops Commissioner, 
who will administer the new policy. 
Methods of cultivation, crop rotations, 
ete, will be emphasized at the meet- 
ings among farmers. :

L. Freng, representative at Leth- 
bridge, speaks of having 52 members 
for his pig club, and 28 members feed- 
ing calves for the baby beef contest 
at the Lethbridge Fair. Mr. Freng 
also tells of his work in assisting 
irrigation farmers in the new irriga- 
tion district to get under way, and 
also states that he expects about 
6,000 acres will be prepared for sugar 
beets next year in his territory. 

James Murray, representative at 
Medicine Hat, is concentrating on 
work in connection with the growing 
area under corn and sweet clover, 
and states that several new varieties 
of corn will be tried out this year. 
Several varieties of field beans are 
also being tested. Mr. Murray is 
laying the ground work for the first 
corn show to be held in Medicine Hat 
next fall. 

F, H. Mewcombe, recently appointed 
representative at Vegreville, finds the 
interest in pig clubs very keen at that 
point. Holstein calves and! beef calv- 
es have been bought for the dairy and 
beef clubs respectively and about 35 
grade Yorkshires for the pig club. 
| A. R. Judson, newly appointed rep- 

resentative at Grande Prairie’ and 
Peace River, is also getting the pig 
club work organized in his territory 
and will have at least one strong club 
going this fall. 

‘H. W. Scott, at Sedgewick, also 
speake ofthe interest in pig club 
work, and mentions particularly the 
success the farmers of his territory 
have had in the winter feeding of 
steers, the net profits ranging from 
$8 to $19 a head Mtr. Scott says 
that the creamery at Sedgewick ex- 
pects to make about 200,000 Ibs. of 
butter this season.

Alberta Steers for Scotland - 

A shipment of 250 head of winter- 
fed steers, the first of a lot of more 
than 400 that will be forwarded, left 
the Edmonton stock yards the past 
week consigned to a Scottish live- 
stock firm at Glasgow. The steers 
were all purchased as feeders last 
fall in the Edmonton district and fed 
in the stock yards at Edmonton. They 
comprise some of the highest class 
beef cattle that have ever left Central 
Alberta. The firm handling this 
shipment expects to ship altogether 
1,000 head, some of which have been 
purchased in Southern Alberta. The 
steers were fed ordinary feed obtain- 
able in the Edmonton district, and 
have made remarkable gains in 
weight. They average now about 
1,400 Ibs.

PETER SMITH TO 
- FACE TRIAL ON 
TEN GHARGES 


Former Provincial Treasurer of 
Ontario Committed for Trial. 


Toronto, May 23.—Despite the heat- 
e@ assertion of H. S. Dewart, K.C., de- 
fence counsel, that to commit Peter 
Smith for trial on the evidence sub- 
mitted would be a greater crime than 
that of the offences alleged against 
him, Magistrate J. BH. Jones, in the 
police court yesterday afternoon com- 
mitted the former provincial treasurer 
of Ontario on ten charges which the 
crown had laid against him. The 
crown submitted only the barest skel- 
eton of a case, but it was sufficient 
for the magistrate, who refused to 
dismiss the change of accepting com- 
missions, on which the accused had 
elected trial by magistrate. On the 
other charges, counsel for Mr. Smith 
had elected to go to the jury.

6—Conspiracy with J. Cooper Mason 
to improperly secure certain sums 
for the Home Bank. 

6—Conspiracy with J. Cooper Mas- 
on in contravention of the secret 
commissions act. 

8—Conspiracy to obtain gifts from 
J. Cooper Mason and the Home Bank 
for forbearing to show disfavor. 

9—Conspiracy to obtain from Messrs. 
Jarvis and (Pepall for forebearing to 
show disfavor.
